This was to be conti along the coasts of So- 
lala and Mozambique, the Island of Mauritius, 
and Cape Guadafui. Again, he was ordered to 
make a complete survey of the western coast of 
Africa, from C. Mesurado to the River Gam- 
bia, and the B of Benin. Of the River Sier- 
ra Leone we know nothing, as far as was neces- 
sary for navigation, and from the Congo to the 
Bight of Bemn, our knowledge was very defec- 
tive. In the prosecution of this laborious task 
Captain Owen aod bis crew met with a series of 
adventures, toils, sickness, and death, which it 
is our present task partially to introduce to the 
reader. 

By an unfortunate delay in fitting out the ex- 
pedition, it arrived at the Coast of Africa at a 
season of the year the mot likely to engender 
disease, and a series of misfortunes commenced, 
which would have a Jed any common com- 
mander, but under the pressure of which Capt. 
Owen sustained his coarage and equanimity in a 
manoer which greatly enhances our admiration 
of tus character. 

The desertion of seamen, at Rio Janeiro, 
where the expedition stopped, has been the fre- 
quent theme of voyagers; a regular geng of 
thieves has been long established there, com- 
posed of desperate foreigners. who have deserted 
from different merchant vessels. Were every 
captain to take as efficient measures as Captain 
Owen, this system would be breken up. He 
says: — 
| “On the arrival of any vessels they find their 
|way on board, paint in glowing colours the 
| wealth and pleasures awaiting freemen on the 
| shores of Prazil, and too commonly succeed in 
| inveigling away most of the crews of merchant- 
| men, al many from ships of war; and the 
| chance of recovering them in so vast a country 
he but small. 

“ Above twenty of our men, principally the 
smugglers and malefactors, embarked, by what 
| must be considered a very mistaken policy, on 

board our ships of war, deserted at different 
tumes ; but Captain Owen determined if possible 
to recover them, not so much for their value, as 
to put a stop to the miscluevous display of love 
| of novelty and change ,so common te British sea- 
| men; tor which purpose, according to the letter 
| of our treaties, he demanded the aid of the po- 
| hee, which he obtained, to cover our proceed-

the icy sea in the late meaghbourbood 
West Greenland. Oe the 2th of June, x20, 
he observed about eighteen sail of ships at ihe 
distance of tea or filleen miles. The sun had 
shone during the day without the interposition 
of a cloud, and his rays were peculiarly power 
ful. ‘The intensity of its light eccasined a pain 
ful seusative in the eyes, while ils heat so tened 
the tar in the rigging of the slup, and melted the 
snow on the surrounding we wb such rapidity 
that pools of fresh water were formed on almost 
every place, and thousands of rills carmed the 
excess soto the sea. There was scarcely a 
breath of wind: the sea was as smooth as @ mur- 
ror, The surrounding ice was crowded toge- 
jther, and exhibited every vanety, from the 
sinallest lumps to the most magnificent sheets. 
Bears traversed the felds and in weusual 
| numbers, aod many whales sported in the reces- 
ses and openings among the drift we. About 
six in the evening, a light breeze at \. W. hav- 
ing sprung up, @ thin stratus or “ fog bank,’ at 
first considerably illuminated by the sun, ap- 
peared in the same quarter, and gradually use 
to the altitude of about a quarter of a degree. —
